Therefore, I. Powell Clayton, Governor of the 
State of Arkansas, in the name of and by the 
authority of the people of the State of Arkansas, 
as vested in me by the Constitution and laws of 
said State, do bereby offer a reward of $1,000 for 
the apprehension and conviction of the rson 
who assassinated the said Thomas C. Hindman. 

And I do further offer a reward of 8500 each for 
the arrest and conviction of any person or per- 
sons accessory to said offense, either before or 
after the fact. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the State of Arkan- 
sas to be affixed at Little Rock, this, the 15th 
day of October, A. D. 1868.

If Senator Berry had 
desired to state a parallel case he would have 
called attention to the fact that in 1868 James 
Hinds, then a Republican member of Con- 
gress from Arkausas, while riding along the 
road with Joseph Brooks, then a member of 
the Arkansas siature, returning from a 
an gg meeting where they had both 
spoken, was shot and instantly killed, and 
Brooks severely wounded, by a concealed as- 
sassin named Clark, u member of Mr. 
Berry’s party, who was fed, harbored, 
and passed from county to  coun- 
ty by political friends until he es 
ca beyond. the boundaries of 
State. Mr. Berry could also, while he 
was indulging in reconstruction reminis- 
cences, have called the attention of the 
Senate to the further fact that during the 
same canvass another member of the 8— 
lature was shot and killed while in the act 
of 12 his family upon a steamboat to 
send them beyond the State for safety; that 
another member was shot at night through 
the window of his boarding-house in such a 
manner as to make the amputation of his 
arm necessary; that another member was 
shot and wounded while escorting the dead 
body of his wife to send it North for burial; 
that another member was shot and severely 
wounded by a would-be assassin from am- 
bush while riding along the pvblic road;

Un- 
der this construction, as is well known, 
no powers belong to the General or 
Federal Government, except those 
that are specifically enumerated. 
Of late years, however, the 
party in Congress has drifted so far in prac- 
tice from its original belief that perhaps not 
more than ird of the two Houses are 
governed by it. The remaining two-thirds 
have lost sight entirely of ail constitutional 
limitations in the general scrambie for appro- 
priations and in their desire to secure some 
temporary bensfit for their immediate con- 
stituencies.”” Mr. Oates then instanced a 
few cases in which he thought the party had 
departed from its ſenets. He cited the Oleo- 
margarine bill, some parts af the Inter-State 
Commerce law, me practice of paying tre 
balance of yearly salaries to the widows of 
deceased Congressmen and jurists, and also 
alluded to the manifest difference in the 
party as to protection and such centralizing 
measures as the Biair Educational bill. 

Mr. Oates believes that people are attract- 
ed to the Repubhcan party by the simplicity 
of its principles. Tae Republican party,” 
said he, bases all its actions solely upon ex- 
pediency. This is easily understood. It is 


also lavish in the expenditure of public. 


money. This attracts a large class of - 
pie, those who act from selfish interest alone 
and those who never look beyond the imme- 
diate result of legisiation. The underlying 
principles of Democracy, on the other hand, 
are more complex, thedivision of power de- 
tween the States and the Genera! Government 
and the full sovereignty of each within its 
respective sphere being more difficult 
to comprehend. If its people generally 
could be educated up to the idea, I believe 
the ascendency of the Democratic party 
would be assured. There was a strong 
tendency in the South immediately after the 
war to beveve that the fundamental princi- 
ples of the Constitution had been set aside 
by that difficuity, and a seeming wiilingness 
to vote for the flag and an appropriation any- 
how. When I came to Congress, however, 
and refiected upon my duty as a legislator, I 
came to the conclusion that the old Demo- 
cratic ideas of delegated powers must still 
be adhered to to insure the preservation of 
the best features of our Government. My 
entire record will show that I have followed 
this’ determination. The extension of the 
suffrage and the prostitution of the ballot in 
the hands of ignorant voters are the greatest 
dangers we have to fear.“ 


One of tue last acts of Mr. Endicott as Sec- 
retary of War will be the promulgation of 
the revised army regulations.

They 
acted ina manner, and it was so 
dark that we could not teil exactly how 
they looked, but we think both were good- 
sized men. Both wore overcoats and wore 
white shirts. One had clothes strongly per- 
fumed. Both had shotguns or what we took 
to be shotguns. They asked us where there 
was a place to get on the train. We 
told them and asked them where they were 
going. They said to Delano to shoot jack- 
rabbits. We asked them what was the mat- 
ter with shoo jackrabbits at Pixley. One 
of them said he had a ranch at Delano. Just 
then the train came along and the men 
jumped ou the front part of the engine.” 

One ot the tramps continued: Something 
seemed to warn me that all was not right. 
As the train passed athird man jumped out 
from somewhere and boarded one of the pas- 
senger-cars. I felt uneasy ana walked over 
to the depot and told some one what had hap-

Catholics Must Not Begin Divorce Proceed- 
ings Without the Sanction of the Bishop. 
PorTLAND, Me., Feb. 24 — (Special. | —

Well meaning men are endéavoring all too late

times in New England, it is not in 
the power of man to stay the lowest of lustful 
desires nor to restore marriage to its original 
purity, unity, orholiness. Therefore it becomes 
necessary for us not only to declare the 
doctrines of the church as regards holy 
marriage, but to reprobate whatever may de- 
grade it in the minds and hearts of the faithful. 
Hence we do hereby forbid any Catholic (male or 
begin any 


proceeding for 
divorce in courts until the causes or 
reasons for the same shall have been 
laid before the Bishop, and we reserve to our- 
selves the absolution of all such as shall violate 
this ordinance, forbidding any priest in our 
diocese to admit them to the sacraments until 
the matter has been thus submitted, and in 
all cases where a separation not 2 or perpet- 
ual seems necessary the case shall be submitted 
to a third person, one whose judgment shall be 
impartial before men and guided by the 
law of God, and pastor of 
souls is the proper judge and authority to re- 
ferto. Hence I exhort our pastors to exclude 
from the sacrament any man or woman living 
apart from wife or husband unless reasons 
therefore have been previously submitted to his 


judgment.

THE DRESSED BEEF TRADE. 

The men who have raised sucha howl 
about what they are pleased to call “the 
dressed beef extortion”? have in hand the 
formation of a monster company for pack- 
ing their own cattle, and hint that this will 
enable them to pass their product free of 
hindrance into those States which are asked 
to provide for a prohibitive inspection of any 
and all that may be sent from Chicago. By 
inciting the local butchers in several States 
of the Union to clamor for laws which shall 
shut out the dressed beef packed in this 
city they think they will not only sway pub- 
lic opinion in favor of theirown wares but 
have called into being an engine for cutting 
off competition. No one need doubt that 
success in this endeavor would resultin the 
building up of a monopoly ten times more 
oppressive than any which these folks have 
alleged against what they are pleased to 
denominate the dressed beef ring. 

There should be no objection to their go- 
ing into the business with all the talent and 
capital they can command. The doimg so 
openly and above board would simply mean 
cheaper beef to the great world of American 
consumers, with the result of a large in- 
crease in the consumption. If they lessen 
by so much as half a cent per pound the cost 
of healthful meat to the great public they 
will confer a vast benefit and earn the 
thanks as well as the patronage of a grateful 
community. But this cannot be done by es- 
tablishing a monopoly by which a $25,000,000 
syndicate controls the entire supply and in 
sists on its own prices for all that is sold. 
Yet this is what is meant by the effort to ob- 
tain the exclusion of Chicago beef from the 
markets in other States by means of legal 
provisions which they believe will not 
hamper the trade they expect to be abie to 
build up on the ruins of the trade in this city. 
They have studied the situation too well not 
to know that only a moderate profit could be 
realized by selling beef in competition with 
the men who now supply the greater part of 
the market. 

The returns of Eastern business by one of 
those houses for the week ending Feb. 16 
are just to hand. They include 2,641 beef 
carcasses in New York, averaging 713 pounds, 
at an average price of $5.83 per 100, and 1,173 
carcasses in Philadelphia, averaging 638, at 
$5.47 per 100. The mean of these is 1,185 
pounds, live weight, which any man in the 
business knows involves a respectabie qual- 
ity of product, admitting that the meat be 
healthy. Ia fact it is as good beef as the or- 
dinary consumer wants, and furnished at a 
trifle more than five and five-eighths cents 
per pound to the retailer East, free of 
charges for transportation. An exam- 
inauon of the sale of cattle of 
this grade at the Chicago Stock-Yards 
last Thursday shows the average price 
to have been $3.40 per 100, and only 57 pounds 
out of each 100 forms the beef which is sold 
at less than six cents East. A glance at 
these figures is sufficient to show that if it 
were not for the value of the hides and offal 
the man who sells the beef at wholesale 
would have nothing for his pains. As it is 
he is making a fair profit, and is entitled to 
it. How much the retailer makes out of the 
sale is another matter. The new syndicate 
can hardly expect to lower materially the 
cost of the product without reducing the 
price to be paid to the cattle grower. Con- 
fessedly they do not propose to do that, and 
it is open to grave suspicion that they count 
upon aprofit by raising the price, as has 
been done by the syndicates in sugar and gas. 


CHATTEL MORTGAGE SHARKS ANXIOUS. 
The chattel mortgage men are becoming 
alarmed over the bilis now-pending in the 
Legislature, which, if they become laws, will 
take most of the profit out of their business. 


Therefore they are rushing into print to show 


that it will be the poor man who will be the 
loser if chattel mortgages are made more dif- 
ficult of foreclosure. It would appear from 
their statements that they are public bene- 
factors who for years have labored for the good 
of the poor man who had personal property 
to mortgage, and that they cannot under- 
stand why their benevolent deeds should 
have been musconstrued. There are some 
th } which they say that are unquestiona- 
biy true. Loans on personal property 
where it remains in the hands of 
the mortgageor should bring a higher 
rate of interest than loans on realty 
which will not run away. There is as 
much bother and trouble about lending $50 
as $5,000, and as the smaller sum is also 
loaned for a shorter time the bother of re- 
investing the money has to be gone through 
with oftener. Therefore the lender is en- 
titled toa somewhat bigher rate of interest 
in the one case than the other. 

But, on the other hand, the chattel mort- 
gage men have only themselves to blame tor 
the just retribution which is about to-befali 
them. They have made the innocent suffer 
for the sins of tne guilty. Because they have 
been now and then they have treat- 
ed men as thieves, and the person of 

honesty they were convinced has been 
dealt with even worse than the one they dis- 
trusted. Their object in many cuses has not 
been so much the lending of $20

THE CANADIAN RACE AND RELIGIOUS CON- 
TROVERSY. 

A race and religious question has been sud- 
denly sprung upon the Government of Cana- 
da which may be far-reaching in its results, 
and has already provoked an exceedingly 


bitter feeling between the respective von- 
testants. As might be expected of any dis# 


puted question in Canada, it is pending be- 
tween English and French speaking people 
on the one hand and Protestants and Roman 
Catholics on the other. As might also be ex- 
pected the Jesuits are at the bottom of the 
trouble. 

The dispute itself grows out of the recent 
passage of the Jesuits’ Estates bill by the Leg- 
isiature of Quebec, by which it is proposed to 
donate tothem the sum of $400,000 anda 
share in the regular grants for educational 
purposes in compensation for the estates, 
valued at $2,000,000, which were confiscated 
shortly after the cession of Canaaa to Great 
Britain in 17683 in spite of the guaranty of re- 
ligious liberty contained in the deed of ces- 
sion. The question has been agitated fora 
long time, and finally culminated in the pas- 
sage of the Estates act July 12, 1888, the an- 
niversary of the battle of the Boyne, a senti- 
mental consideration of itself likely to in- 
tensify opposition among Canadian Protest- 
ants to the consummation of the purposes of 
the bill. 

Another feature of the dispute grows out 
of the educational relations of Catholics and 
Protestants in the province. There are two 
independent systems of education supported 
by public taxation levied on Catholics and 
Protestants according to property valuation 
and divided on the basis of population be- 
tween the two. The school system is under 
control of the Council of Instruction, which 
is composed of Cardinal Taschereau, nine 
Bishops, ten Catholic and ten Protestant lay- 
men, and every amendment to the school 
law has to be approved by this council, rep- 


resenting the Catholic majority, before it can, 


reach Parliament. Under this system the 
Protestant minority is compelled to contrib- 
ute to the support of Roman Catholic educa- 
tion, which, of course, involves Roman Catu- 
olic teaching. As against this the Protest 
ants demand that whatever money they pay 
shall be devoted to Protestant education, but 
with the council standing as a bar between 
them and Parliament they have no hope. 
The operation of the system is thus stated by 
a dispatch from Montreal: 

Bills are at present before the Legislature 
remove these disabilities, but jittle hope ise 
tertuined that these will become law. Protest- 
ants are becoming discouraged when they see 
whole districts and even counties that ten years 
ago were nearly altogether owned and inhabited 
by Protestants now in Jesuit hands. Through- 
out the whole eastern townships, comprising all 
the country lying between Montreal and the 
American frontier, as soon as a farm Decomes 
vacant the seminary supplies money and it is 
taken up by one of the faithful and held in the 
name of the order. This system has extended 
into Ontario, and the complexion of the counties 
is rapidly changing. 

A strong pressure has been brought to bear 
upon Sir John Macdonald to disallow the 
Estates act. Upon one side are arrayed the 
French speaking people and Roman Catholics; 
on the other the English speaking people and 
Protestants. The Protestant churches have 
entered into the controversy with great 
warmth. So heated have the respective dis- 
putants become that there is talk of the disso- 
lution of the confederation and even of revo- 
lution. But the religious and educational 
questions involve a political one also. How- 
ever much disposed the Premier may be to 
disallow the bill, it is certain he cannot re- 
tain his party in power any length of time by 
‘antagonizing the majority of the Prg@vince of 
Quebeo. In their despair the Protestants 
are contemplating annexation as a source 
of relief. At the recent session of 
the Fresbyterian General Assembly of 
Canada the Moderator made the sig- 
nificant remark that “the number of pro- 
nounced anrnexationists in Canada at the 
present time is small, but if a few more 
Jesuit pills are passed it is hard to say how 
large the number may become.” This may 
be the effect in Canada, but a race and relig- 


+ ious conflict of this kind is not likely to aug- 
ment annexation sentiment on this side of 
the line. Miss Canada would do well to set- 


tle her little trouble first, and as the whole 
amount involved is less than half a million 
dollars she ought to find some way out of it. 


‘So far as educational questiofis are con- 


cerned, however, annexation would be an 
immense advantage to her. They would 
soon be settled to the satisfaction of both 
parties after she had united her fortunes to 
those of Uncle Sam.

ABSURD DEMAND FOR “MORE GREEN- 


BACKS.” 

That the fiat 2 doctrine is not entirely 
exploded is proved by a petition presented to 
the Senate by Senator Cullom on behalf of 
the Illinois Grange asking an inflation of the 
greenback currency about $40 per head. It 18 
not shown clearly just how the Government 
could get the money in circulation without 
giving itaway. The Treasury now has more 
money than it can disburse, and as the new 
greenbacks could be gotten into circulation 
only by making them a gift to some one an 
awkward question would arise as to what 
persons should be favored. Ordinarily a 
demand for an inflation of the currency 
comes only when there is some pressing 
demand on the Government which it can- 
not meet without procuring new supplies of 


money, but an inflation policy at a time 


when the Treasury has a surplus on hand 
and receipts are in excess of expenditures 
would present peculiar and original difi- 
culties. Perhaps, however, the Grange pe- 
tition means that the new. greenbacks could 
be putin circulation by buying bonds at a 
premium. But we@nid the bondholders 
accept? If the currency should be inflated 
to the extent proposed would they not insist 


ee in coin? , 
"inexplicable that farmers should ask 


for such an inflation of the greenback cur- 
rency. The effect would be to put up the 
prices of everything they have to buy with- 
out adding a penny to the value of the great 
agricultural product of the country. Liver- 
pool fixes the price of the food products of 
the United States which are produced 
in excess of home demands, and tne 
rate so established governs the value 
of the portion consumed at home 
as weil as that sentabroad. Selling at rates 
fixed by the markets of the world it would 
seem that farmers would be the last persons 
in the community to desire. an inflation which 
would stimulate prices of non-exportable 
goods and articles in the home market and 
so advance everything they have to buy 
without giving them a better price for what 
they sell. Farmers would have little 
share in the higher prices resulting from an 
inflaton of the currency. They would get 
better prices for garden truck and some 
products not produced in excess of the home 
demand and which consequently are gov- 
erned solely by the conditions of the home 
market. But such products form an incon- 
siderable portion of the annual yield of 
American farms. The great mass of the food 
products are in excess of the home demand 


| and the price is regulated accordingly by 


what the surplus will bring when shipped 
abroad. An inflation of the currency could 
not advance the prices which the farmers re- 
ceive for their principal products, but it 
would certainly. add to the cost of nearly 
everything they buy.

* When Prince Bis- 
marck heard of it he 
opposed it vehemently. 

“Two Battenbergs,”’ 

PRINCE ALEXANDER. he said, have already 
married Princesses of Queen Victoria’s fam- 
ily, and two is enough.” 

One of these Battenbergs married Princess 
Beatrice; the other married a daughter of 
Princess Alice. The Chancellor vowed that 
the rest of the English Princesses should get 
husbands from another stock. 

It was about the spring of last year when 
the late Emperor of Germany informed 
Prince Bismarck, who haa coms to Potsdam 
to confer with him on state affairs, that the 
marriage between Princess Victoria und 
Prince Alexander—a family project of long 
standing—was about to taxe place. The 
Chancellor at once raised political objections, 
and when told by the Emperor that the be- 
trothal was ardently desired by the Empress 
requested an audience of her Majesty. This 
was granted without delay, and Prince Bis- 
marck, in the presente of both the. parents 
of the Princess, cnce more set forth his 
reasons aguinst the project. He did not con- 
vince the Empress.

He first went to the Em- 
peror then to the Empress and told them 
that Prince Alexander’s arrival would be the 
signal for his irrevocable resignation. The 
Empress advised her husband to let Bismarck 
resign, and thus opened the breach which has 
since been gradually widening. 

BISMARCK WINS. a 

Her husband was wiser. He sent instruc- 
tion to Prince Alexander to delay his jour- 
ney.

The flames spread so quickly that, al- 
though an alarm of fire wis promptly turned 
in, on the arrival of the department the 
smoke was pouring out of the windows of 
the upper floors and the roof was ablaze. A 
second alarm was at once given, the Marshal 
realizing that rore engines would be needed 
to save the building and the adjoining struct- 
ures. 

The building is a deep one and it was ex- 
tremely difficult for the firemen to get at the 
flames, yet by hard work they managed to 
keep the fire from spreading beyond tne 
building in which it had broken out, though 
the contents ot the frame structure adjoin- 
ing it on the south were given a drenching, 
the building itself having suffered from the 
explosion. This concern, however, did not 


catcn fire, 

The building at Nos. 68 and 65 was occu- 
pied on the first floor by Goodel & Waters, 
manufacturers of wood working ‘machinery. 
Their loss is estimated at about $12,000, and 
is fully insured. 

Bird & Co. occupied the second floor as a 
window curtain manufactory. Their loss, 
mostly on stock, is said to be about $5,000, 
Part of the third floor was occupied by Un- 
derwood & Co., manufacturers of baltina. 
They will lose about $5,000, The rest of that 
floor was held by Hamilton & Co., carpet 
cleaners, who estimate their Joss at $2,000.

DOREMUS WAS THE DECOY. 

A laughable capital for a business of bank- 
ing and brokerage, in connection with the 
New York Stock Exchange! But that busi- 
ness was ostensible only, and the decoy part 
of it was Thomas C. Doremus, the holder of 
a seat in the Board of Brokers. The real 
business of Henry S. Ives & Co. was the 
burg:arious infraction of railroad corpora- 
tions, and the clean of them out. The 
machinery for this business was com- 
posed of ry S. Ives, George H. Stayner, 
and Thomas C. Doremus, with E. Wilson 
Woodroff, a former copartner of Ives, held 
in reserve to fill the offices of Treasurer 
and Secretary of the corporations that the 
Master Thief should steal. On that absurd 
capital of less than $13,000, and this perfect 
dynamo of fraud, Ives commenced buying 
in February, 1886, a majority of the common 
stock of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
Railroad Company. It amounted wt a little 
more than 35,000 shares, of the par of 100 
The right to vote did not attach to the com- 
pany’s preferred stock. Ives paid 100 for 
the common through February, a price above 
the market, and steadily bought it at advan- 
cing prices up to about the Ist of June. 
Shortly before the 15th day of June, the day 
of the annual meeting of the company’s 
stockholders to elect directors, lves found 
that it was necessary to get hoid of a block 
of the common stock lying unissued in the 
company’s treasury. e unhesitatingly 
offered 147 for -it, and, strange to say, it was 
sold to him. This sale gave him the power 
to elect his directorial ticket and to bag the 
agomed corporauon. 

The purcnase of the majority of this stock 
ana the acquisition of the control of the 
great 8 were effected wholly without 
capital. It was done with borrowed money. 
At the election Ives voted on certificates 
none of which were in his possession. All 
were in the possession of New York money- 
lenders from whom he borrowed the funds 
necessary to accomplish his meditated crime. 
This stroke of master theft won for Ives 
from characterless adventurers and para- 
sites the name of The Young Napoleon of 
Finance.“

Then he made 
his Executive Committee establish a New 
York office for the transaction of the compa- 
ny’s business and the transfer of its stock;

recovered, but Ives & Co. got away with 
$146,180 worth of it. 
ISSUING MORE STOCK. 

Next, July 22, 1886, the Master Thief put 
through his compliant Board of Directors a 
resolution that it was “ expedient” to issue 
more preferred stock to retire certain enu- 
merated bonds and guaranteed stocks of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton Company 
amounting to $10,000,000; and followed this 
with another resolution that the stockhold- 
ers of the company should be called to- 
ages to authorize the issue. To make a 
ong story short, the issue was authorized, 
and the details of the issue were immediate- 
ly voted by the universally adaptable Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Under the instruction 
and authorization of this committee Ives 
and Stayner, between Sept. 24, 1886; and 
July 5, 1887, issued to themselves, to their 
clerks, and to persons in their confidence 
and under their control, in $100 certi- 
ficates, the entire additional issue of 
these ten millions of preferred stock! And 
neither the firm. of Ives & Co., nor one of 
the rascals in names the vertificates 
were issued, one cent for them to the 
railroad company. And notone of its bonds, 
nor one share of guaranteed stock, for which 
the enormous issue was frauduently con- 
trived, was retired or paid! The trouble and 
loss to which the plundered railroad company 
Was put to recover this stolen property and 
meet the obligations attaching to issue 
would filla volume. Of course the 
ate thieves had to keep up the ruilroad and 
operate it. If they had stopped paying its 
expenses, and had stripped the property 
to ite roadbed and tiés, a receiver 
would have deen appointed and would 
have ousted them from possession, 
and they would have been put to 
the inconvenience of findimg something else 
to rob. So a considerable portion of their 
stealings was unwillingly, but shrewdly, 

ured back currently into the property. 

et within a year and a half after Ives and 
Stayner organized their nominal banking 
business their robbery of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton Railroad Company 
amounted to 4 sum which is now the subject 
of a civil suit to recover $2,553,328. The in- 
evitable came. Ives & Co. biew all to pieces 
the 11th of August, 1887, and made an as- 
signment ＋ their insolvency in 
over $16,000,000.
